Grounds at Phillips Academy. 


About a year ago Phillip’ academy 
was presented with a tract of land lying 
between Porter and Salem streets, by 
alumni of the academy, the land to be 
used for a new athletic field with the 
stipulation that it be known as Brothers’ 
field. Since then, money has been raised 
by the athletic association of the acad- 
emy and some work im the shape of 
draining has been accomplished.

sociation had command over, so that, un- 
til now, the laying. out of the grounds

Now, however, tle association -has 
borrowed $8000 and has -awarded the 
contract for the preparation of.-the field 
to J. W. Tarbell of Lowell “who has al- 
ready begun work there. The grounds 
include an aréa of 25 acres, six of which 
will be made use of at ‘present for two 
football fields and two baseball dia- 
monds. Grandstands will be con- 
structed, providing a much larger seat- 
ing capacity than the present stands, 
and a high board fence will surround 
the field which will be situated on the 
only cleared space in the field. The 
other 19 acres of the field are hilly and 
covered with timber:. - 

There will be no athletic -house -on 
field as the new gymnasium is near by. 
The track will also remain in its present 
locality for the present. Entrances to 
the field will be made from Salem and 
Porter streets. It is expected that by 
the means of this new:field the receipts 
from the athletics at the academy will 
be materially increased. ;

Church: Sunday school sends $50 each 
year. ‘a , 
Nashville, Tenn , 
April 20, 1901. 
Dear Friends :— ‘ 


I have been asked to write a sketcli of 
my life, and I take great pleasure in do- 
ing 80. ¥ 

I was born in Lee County, in the State 
of Mississippi, on-an old plantation. . I 
never knew my father or mother. My 
mother died when 1-was five months old 
and my father soon after. ‘ 

There were six of us children, th 
oldest only ten. We had no uncles or 
aunts that we knew-of, our parents hav- 
ing been brought from Virginia during 
slavery. When my parents were freed 
they remained with the people to whom 
they belonged, and when my mother 
died she gave me to her mistress; the 
other children were taken: by . anyone 
who was kind enough to’ take them. 
.. When I was about six years old 1 was 
brought to Alabama. I was not allowed 
to speak to colored people and never 
went anywhere. When a little girl, 1 
uséd to make believe that the trees and 
flowers were other little girls. My mis- 
tress did not want me ‘to know about 


“books, but in spite of all precaution I 


learned to read and write. My” first 
writing lessons were done with charcoal. 
I began printing what I read. A little 
white girl on the place taught me the al- 
phabet, but I do not remember when I 
learned to read, but I do know it has 
been one of the strongest influences in 
my bo L lived on ‘in this way until I 
was about filteen, when I began to think 
about. the outside world and wonder 
what it was like. My ‘mistress was very 
unkind to me. but about this time God 
sent a friend tome. This was a colored 
girl who- used- to see me in -passing-and- 
seemed to like me, so she used to slip 
around to the back gate and talk to me 
and to her 1 told my troubles; She told” 
me about school and offered me a home 
with her. The girl’s .mother was a 
widow and they together had worked 
and bought a little home. 

Finally, one day I asked my mistress 
why I could ‘not go to school and she 
seemed perfectly amazed that I should 
think of such a thing and said | was get- 
ting high notions into my head, but not 
tong after f told my mistress that—T-was- 
going to leave her, and she seemed very 
‘much surprised, but she promised that 
if I would. stay with her I might go to 
school next year, but imagine my disap- 
pointment-the--next--October-when- the- 
schodlbéll rang and she said she:could 
not afford to send me to school because 
it cost a dollar a month, and instead of 
going to school I had to do a large wash- 
ing; but I did not give up, though I wept 
all day, so I made up my mind I must 
leave her, so the next day I left and 
went to stay with the colored people 
who had offered me a home; and on the 
next Monday I went to Trinity school, 
Athens, Ala. Oh, nobody can guess 
what that first day in school was to me. 
Wh n I began school I had only fifty 
cents aud a few clothes, but it is cer- 
tainly true that ‘cod helps those who 
help themselves.” My teachers took. a 
great interest in me and helped me all 
they could. I paid half of my tuition by 
sweeping and dusting the Chapel, and by 
doing plain sewing I earned enough 10 
pay the rest; but my first. year in school. 
was hard. I was hungry and cold many 
times but I did not give up and I studied 
with all my might. and by the next-sam- 
mer | was able to pass a county exam- 
ination and was fortunate enough to get 
acountry school. Ll wonder if anyoue 
ever had such a feeling as I did when I 
tried to teach my first school. Iwas 
very young, had no experience, and was 
about as green a specimen for a teacher 
as one would wish. to see, but I knew 
there was one thing that never failed 
me and that was prayer, so I went out 
into the woods near the schoolhouse ‘and 
knelt down and asked God’s help and 
everything went all right. The tirst 
school_| taught,,was in a little log cabin 
about ten by fifteen with only one door 
and no windows; the seats were planks 
nailed to the logs around the room. I 
was honored by a Chair and a small ta 
ble. Among. some of the people were 
boys and girls fifteen and sixteen years 
old who had never seen a train. 

And now it has been five years since I 
taught my first school and since then I 
have taught in summer and gone to 
school in winter. In 1901 I finished the 
course of study at ‘Trinity school, My 
‘teacher asked me if I wanted to come to 
Fisk university and I thought she was in 
fun and I did: not see how it could be 
done, but God made the way and I’am 
really at Fisk and hope to finish the nor- 
mal course in three years and go out and 
work among my people; for; although 
our northern friends are so kind to come 
down aiid help us, there are some things 
that we as a people must do for our- 
selves. .Aud I trust that I am getting 
that preparation and that strength 
which comes only through struggle, for 
it certainly is a hard struggle because I 
haye to support myself by teaching in 
summer. From my earliest remem- 
brance--I-have-wanted—to-be-a teacher, 
and it is my highest ambition. to go 
to the place where I first taught and 
build up a g school and see what | 
can do for those people, and as I think of 
them it comes to me more and more that 
no matter how ignorant or degraded or 
repulsive, each has an immortal soul and 
a lite to live and I must help to make 
that life just what it should be... 

Should any kind friend chance to read 
this, I trust that they will remember to 
pray for me. ;

After only @ week’sserious illness, 
Mrs. L. KE. R. Hill passed away at her 
home, 137. Main. street near{the corner of 
‘Morton, last Sunday morning at half past 
eight o'clock. The immediate cause of 
her death was organic heart trouble com- 
plicated with pneumonia, although for 
thé past three years, since ‘the death of 
her half sister, Miss Alice mis oe Mrs. 
Hill has been gradually failing in health. 

Mrs. Lucy E. R.:-Hill was born in’New 
Orleauis, La., sixty-nine years ago. Her. 
mother was Orythea Wales and her fa- 
ther, Captain George L. Rogers, «who 
‘was a famous ship master and at the 
time of his daughter’s birth commanded 
a packet ship which plied between New 
Orleans and Havre, France. 

Mrs. Hill had one sister, Orythea, 
named for her mother, The family_re- 
sided in New Orleans until Mrs. Hill was, 
about eight months old, when her 
father. took his children, moved north 
and settled in. his old. home town, 
Gloucester, 

The children were sent to_school, re- 
siding with relatives while Capt. Rogers 
pursued his nautical life. Lucy finally 
went to Bradford academy to complete 
her education. When her father retired 
from active seafaring life, he moved

The Boston Transcript of Nov. 18th, 
priats the following obituary notice of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor Houghton Dow, a 
former resident of this town and one 
whose ac ,uaintanceship with the town 
during the earlier part of the century 
was extensive: 

“Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor Houghtcn 
Dow, who died Nov. 14, was’ buried from 
her home in Brookline yesterday at two 
o'clock. Mrs. Dow, who wasin her 
ninety-first year, was injured while 
driving a week before her death, and al- 
though hale and vigorous at the time, 
the shock proved too great and she grad- 
wally grew weaker until her death, Her 
pastor,’ Rev. Keuei -Thomas, D. D., of 
the Harvard Church, officiated at, the 
services at the liouse, while the commit- 
ment service at the’ family lot in Mt. 
Auburn wasconducted by her son-in-law, 
Rev. Dr. Scott. ‘The Schvbert Quartet 
sang “Oh, Paradise,’ “Abide with Me” 
and ‘Rock of Ages.” 

Mrs. Dow was a direct descendant of 
the Lincolnshire Houghtons in England, 
her grandfather, Thomas Houghton, 
coming. to this country to become a 


partner of Judge Samuel Phillips, who |. 


afterward founded Andover . Theological 
Seminary. ‘Later Mrs.\ Dow’s father, 
Thomas Houghton, jr., became a part- 
net of’. Colonel John. Phillips, who in 
turn founded Phillips Exeter and Phil- 
lips Andover academies. Her mother 
was Betsy Eckley of the Boston Eckleys. 
Mrs. Dow .was born in Boston, July 7, 
1811. On. Oct. 20, 1836, she married 
Moses Arnold Dow, who later became 
one of the foremost public and philan- 
thropic men of Charlestown. Mr. Dow 
was a descendant on both the paternal 
and maternal side of two of the oldest 
and most influential families in New 
England, his paternal] grandfather being 
Hon, Moses Dow, who graduated from 
Harvard College early “im the seven- 
teenth century, was attorney general of 
New Hampshire, and elected a member 
of Congress. - His maternal grandfather, 
Dr. Jonathan Arnold of Rhode Island, 
was identified with that colony’s early 
-history; being a member of the Assem- 
bly, later a member of the Continental 
Congress, and an officer in the Revolu- 
tion. _His grand mother, Molly Buri 
was niece of President Burr, the secon 
president.of Princeton College. 

The sterling qualities inherited from 
his ancestors added to his own force and 
uprightness enabled him to achieve glie- 
cess in literary :lines. As editor’ his 
tastes led him to follow the same calling 
as his elder brother, James Burril Dow, 
and his cousin, George William Curtis, 
the famous editor of Harper’s Magazine. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dow had three children 
—James, who died in infancy ; Mary, the 
wife of Rev. G“R. W. Scott, D. D., of 
Newton, and Kinma, wife of Leonard F, 
Cutter of. Brookline. Five _grandchil- 
dren remain—George Dow Scott, Arnold 
Scott, Lillian Arnold~ Cutter, Charles 
Winthrop Cutter and Irving Taylor 
Cutter, ‘ 

Brought up under ‘the Andover the- 
ology of her day, Mrs. Dow’s religious 
views were conservative, her character 
strong and her influerice penetrating. 
Her religion was: her life. To the very 
last her mind was active and clear. She 
was interested in English as well as 
American affairs, and read the best lit- 
érature of both countries. She was un- 
usually witty and quick at repartee, and 
was able to inspire courage in the de- 
spondent and give sympathy to the sor- 
rowing. Beautiful in appearance, re- 
fined in manner, extremely courteous in 
speech, she, like her husband, was kind 
' to the poor. ;

It would be competent for the 
jury to find the defendant drunk if he 
had. lost the substantial control of his 
faculties, either physicala or mental. 

“A person may be found -to be 
drunk when he has used intoxicat.ng 
liquors to.such-an extent that he has 
lost the control of himself either men- 
tally or physically, so that_he hag not 
the substantial control of his faculties. 
He need not be in the gutter, entirely 
helpless, but if he is In the condition 
before stated he may be found to be 
guilty... It is a practical question to be 
determined by jurymen of commvn 
sense and common observation.”

REST FOh WOMEN, 


The rest hour is quite as necessary to 
women in summer as in winter. There 
are very few people who are not better 
for going away by themselves, if only 
fifteen minutes-or half an hour, during 
the cay. Lie fown on the bed or 
lounge, allow the muscles to relax, and 
try to banish all perplexing thoughts. 
Make certain that you will never be 
interrupted or subject to call during 
these few moments and the habit of 
sleeping will come to you. 

A rest of even ten minutes free from 
interruption will do more toward sooth- 
ing the nerves than four times the 
same length of time spent lying down 
with noisy children near, or thought- 
less persons discussing the last fash- 
ion. -The important matter is to secure 
for the tired worker absolute peace at 
the rest hour. Even without sleep it is 
better than a rest hour amid, noisy 
surroundings in sleep which is altfiosi 
certain to be a troubléd one. 

As a matter of ceremony, the reat 
hour should be insisted on, because 
work done after it is certain to bé so 
much better that it*muck more than 
makes up for the time taken . from 
work.

national Tooth Crown Co., read with 
sadness of the decision of the U. §., cir- 
cuit court in New York in favor of the 
‘plaintiffs, BA 

The litigation has been in progress for 
14 years, and although the judgment 
given is small, $500, the decision affects 
every dentist in the U. S. who put in 
“bridge work” before 1898. 

The local dentists generally contrib- 
uted to the fund of $140,000 raised by the 
protective association to fight the cases, 
and it is understood will continue to 
contest suits wherever instituted; but 
the decision at New York will make it 
hard for future defendants, and 2) or 
more cases are al.eady docketed in U. 8. 
courts. 

L. T. Sheffield, whose patent rights 
“are sustained, died sometime ago, leav- 
ing only the prosecution of these suits 
as a heritage. ; 

Dr. V. D. Nute of Tremont st., said 
this~ morning :— 

“Bridge work is-done more by the 
young dentists. Dentists of the old 
school do not have a very high opinion 
of it. Those who do use it are included 
| in the Dentists’ Protective assn. cand 
-they have been assessed for funds with 
which to contest the claims of Dr. Shef- 
field, who is said to have been the in- 
ventor. I don’t think the association 
will let the matter rest with the decis- 
ion of the circuit*court. 

“This is not the first time that the 
dental profession has been ‘interested in 
long rawn out suits over patents, 
When the use of celluloid instead: of 
vulcante was begun there were suits for 
infringement, and many of them.

Dr. J. A Ewing of Park sq. said:— 
“As I understand it, Dr. ‘Sheffield’s 
patent ran out in 1898. He may have 
had the original idea of crown and 
bridge work, but that done by dentists 
of late years has beén so far in advance 
of his patent that there is no compari- 
son at all. The Dentists’. Protective 
asen. is fighting the infringement claims 
and will defend all membérs against 
whom suit is brought._The-object of 
the association is to defend dentists 


whom-any kind of suit is brought, if! 


‘they are members. _ 

“Those who havebeen sued. in_ this 
connection-- have “ridt““béén “members, 
Thy belong to the class of dentists that 
_we call ‘fake,’ and very likely they 
think it is cheaper to settle ‘than to 
fight on their own account. The asso- 
ciation, which has plenty of money, wilt 
fight such cases to the end for any of 
its members.”
